Wasmixaron, Angust L—By the arrival of
the mall steamer this morning from City
Polot wo have news from the Army of the
Potomuc of not & encourngiog u nature as
we bad boen led & oxpect,

It appears that after the Rebel fort was
blown up, Goneral Ledlio's Division, of the
$th Corps, pushed through the rulas to the
pecond lpe of the enomy’s lutrenchoments,
when other portions of our army pressed for-
ward and ongaged the enemy on the right
snd left of Ledlie,

The Rebels, however, still remalned on the
right und left of the demolishod fort, ln thelr
front lne of intrenchments, of which the fort
formed o part. Thus the Rebels were able to
pour & steady fird nto our troops, who wara
pesting In tront of their second line, while the
Rebel artillery helehed forth a leavy fire from
right, left, and front.

The enemy charged soversl thmes upon our
Hnes, and were handsomely repulsed.  About
nine o’elock In the morning, General Forrero,
# Caiored,” Division mde a charge to earry
the crest of o hill beyoad the second lise of
fntrenchments.

They ndvanced well under n heavy fire, but
broke and retreated o disorder, Al efforts
#o re-form thia division were In vain. Abont
this time Humphrey's Brigade of Wileox's
Diviston assaulted the frout liue of Intrench-
ments to the left of the demolished fort,

For a time they wore succowshil, and held &
portion of the line.

It soon becams evideot that to earry the
Rebel works was impossible, and about 2
o'clock P. M. our forces rutired and sssumad
thelr old positions,

Our losa was about two thousand killed,
wounded, and missiug. We captured two
hundred prisoners.

General Bartlett, Colonel Marshall, of the
2d Brigade, and Colonel Wild, of the Ndih
Massachusets, wers captured,
